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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (Claims 1-13, 16-20) in the reply 
filed on 4/12/05 is acknowledged. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
14-15 to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 14-15 have 
been cancelled. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Druschel et al. teaches a detachable coupling device with alignment means. 
Newman teaches a waveguide connector. 
Claims 1-13 and 16-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding Claims 1-13, the prior art of record does not teach the claimed 

invention including a transition assembly having a clamping groove formed in the outer 
surface and a plurality of cutouts in the outer surface extending axially from a spigot and 
clamp screws coupled to the base of the antenna located to allow passage along or 
through the cutouts to the clamping groove as the transition assembly is seated upon 
the spigot and rotated with the heads of the screws upon entry into the groove retain the 
transition upon the spigot. 

Regarding Claims 16-20, the prior art of record does not teach the claimed 
invention including a transition assembly having a clamping groove formed in the outer 
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surface and at least one cutout in the outer surface extending axially from a spigot and 
at least one clamp screw coupled to the base of the antenna located to allow passage 
along the at least one cutout to the clamping groove as the transition assembly is 
seated upon the spigot and rotated, and a means for engaging upon entry into the 
groove retaining the transition upon the spigot;
